‘Fresh from the gardens’ 
W hat Is a Good Government ?

Hon. R. Bennett, in addressing a meeting at Stratford, Ontario, 
recently asked a question, and in answering it, gave a definition of a good 
government. He said: 

“Is it not time that we had a government that would look after the 
interests of Canadians and Canadians only? You say that is a selfish policy. 
Ah, my friends, all good governments are selfish and the measure of the 
goodness of a government is the measure of its selfishness,” 

Mr. Benvett was, of course, discussing the relative merits of the tariff 
policies of the Liberal and Conservative parties, and especially so in the 
light of the impending tariff changes at Washington. These being issues of 
a partizan character it is not our intention to discuss them, or express any 
opinion in regard to them. But it is quite in order to analyze and discuss 
Mr. Bennett's dictum that “all good governments are selfish,” and that 
the measure of the goodness of a government is the measure of its 
selfishness. , 

Governments under our democratic system of responsible government 
are, Or should be, but a reflection of the people themselves, They are 
brought into being by the expressed will of the people and are supposed 
to give expression in legislation and administration to the wishes of the 
people. Therefore, if a good government is a selfish government, it follows 
that selfishness is the sign manual of a good people, and that the selfishness 
of any people is the measure of their goodness, Do the Canadian people 
believe this? Are they prepared to accept it as true? 

Acceptance of this doctrine would be to deny all the teachings of 
Christianity. It would be to nullify and reject the Golden Rule. It would 
set up a standard of conduct for nations and peoples that could have but 
one result,—continual warfare. 

If the measure of the goodness of a government is the measure of its 
selfishness, then a “good’’ government in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
or any of the other Provinces, would be one which ptirsued a policy designed 
to advance its own interests regardless of the interests and welfare of any 
other Province, or of the Dominion, or the Empire as a whole. Such a 
policy would mean endless friction, constant turmoil, the ultimate smash- 
up of Confederation. 

Suppose, for example, that rightly, or wrongly, the Western Provinces 
of Canada insisted that their particular interests demanded the complete 
removal of all customs tariffs, and they refused absolutely to give any 
consideration to the views, the interests, the welfare of the Eastern 
Provinces which believe in customs tariffs. What would be the results? 

All government is a matter of compromises. No one group of people, 
no one community, no one province, can selfishly insist upon acceptance of 
its views and its policies to the detriment of all other groups, communities 
and provinces. But if selfishness is to be the measure of a good govern- 
ment, then insistence by each group, or community, or province, upon Its 
own views and policies means that any and all’ compromise will be tm- 
possible, and government itself must fall. 

Acceptance of Mr, Bennett's doctrine would condemn the governmients 
of Great Britain for many decades past as the worst governments in the 
world, -because it has been the policy of British Governments to adopt 
policies of unselfishness, to assume heavy burdens and accept great 


responsibilities in behalf of, backward peoples and smaller and weaker) 


nations. Great Britain unselfishly entered the war against Germany in 
defence of the rights and integrity of Belgium. Following the war Britain 
waived all debts owing to her by other allied countries, save, and except 
an amount sufficient to cover her own indebtedness to the United States. 
These are but two comparatively recent examples of British policy, but it 
is being exemplified: at almost every meeting of the League of Nation».

| was decisively endorsed by pebiscite. | 
| Balloting was characterized by the’ 
| same general lack of interest which

a large majority. Fine weather fav- 
ored the voting, although the tem- 
perature hovered around 84 degrees. 
| Approximately 17,000 electors cast

Stewart went to the country with.

Voting in Charlottetown and

|jorities for all three counties, Kings, 
Queens and Prince were reported. 

The two questions submitted to

1. Are you in favor of the Pro-! 
|hibition Act, as now the law in this 
| province? 

2. Are you in favor of the sale 
of alcoholic liquors under a govern- 
ment control act? 

The result of the plebiscite was 
awaited wilh particular interest in 
|Nova Scotia, the only other Cana- 
| dian province not operating a system 
of government, control. A similar 
plebiscite will be held in Nova 
Scotia this year. 


Seattle Water Front Fire

— Present condi- 
tions of the wheat crop in the prai- 
rie provinces is only 57 per cent. of 
normal, according to a statement is- 


| Sued by A. Cairns, statistician of the 


Canadian Wheat Pool. The statement 
is based upon information received 
July 18th from Pool telegraphic crop 
correspondents, each one reporting 
100,000 acres. 

“The condition of the wheat crop 
at July 18, by provinces follows: 


“Manitoba, fifty-eight; Saskatch- 
ewan, sixty; Alberta, fifty. The 
corresponding figures at July 11, 


were seventy, sixty-nine, and fifty- 
four. All Manitoba points reported 
rain urgently needed as crops suffer- 
ing severely and deteriorating rapid- 
ly. Thirty per cent. of the Saskatch- 
ewan points reported sufficient mois- 
ture, 70 per cent. reported rain need- 
ed, 76 of which reported rain urgent- 
ly needed as the crops were suffer- 
ing severely and deteriorating rapid- 
ly. Only 17 per cent, of the Alberta 
points reported sufficient moisture, 
83 per cent. reported rain needed, 94 
per cent. of which reported rain ur- 
gently needed as crops suffering and 
deteriorating rapidly 

“The serious condition of crops in 
all the provinces has been accentu- 
ated by excessive heat and wind dur- 
ing the last week. Numerous points 
complain of very rapid transpiration 
of moisture from the plants and 
there is no moisture in the soil to 
take its critical stage of their devel- 
opment and place. 

“The prospects in crop districts 
six, seven, eight, and nine in Sas- 
katchewan, or the northern and north 
central part of the province repre- 
senting 37 per cent. of the total 
wheat area in the province are still 
fair to good, the condition figures for 
wheat being 78, 68 and 91 and 93 per 
cent. of normal, respectively. Pros- 
pects in Saskatchewan crop districts 
one, two, three, four and five, or all 
southern and the south-east central 
representing 63 per cent. of the total 


: wheat area of the province, are rap- 


idly deteriorating and many points 
report virtually a crop failure. Con~- 
dition figures for wheat in these dis- 
tricts are 66, 48, 41, 68 and 59 per 
cent. of normal, respectively. There 
has been a slight improvement dur- 
ing the last week in northern Alber- 
ta, but Central Alberta is still ex- 
tremely poor and the crops in Souths 
erm Alberta are failing rapidly.”

Huge Seaplane 
Is a Marvel 


German Company Has Kept Con- 
struction a Close Secret 
The largest heavier-than-air ma- 


chine ever built—a mighty 12 mo- 
tored scaplane--was put on exhibi- 
tion at Friedrichshafen, preparatory 
to test flights which may herald an 
amazing new step in the progress ot 
aviation, It is built to carry 112 per- 
sons. 

The Seaplane was built secretly at 
the Dornier works on the shores of 
Lake Constance, and rumors of the 
great size and power only recently 
reached the public. 

The craft has three decks and 12 
motors. Each engine is capable of 
500 horsepower, 

The ‘plane itself is approximately 
150 feet long with a wing span still 
greater —about 160 feet. 

The builder of the craft claims it 
will develop maximum speed of 
about 155 miles per hour and a nor- 
mal cruising speed of 118 miles per 
hour. 

The ‘plane has quarters for 100 
passengers and a crew of 12 men, In 
addition there is fuel capacity for a 
flight of about 625 miles with a 50 
per cent, reserve fuel load, making 
the maximum cruising range almost 
1,000 miles. 

The lower deck of the big ‘plane 
bas space for fuel, baggage and 
sleeping quarters for the crew. The 
middle deck is for the well-fitted pas- 
senger cabins and a luxurious dining 
room, 

The engine and radio and 
the pilot's quarters are on the upper 


rooms 


or third deck of the seaplane. The 
motors of the ‘plane will be  con- 
trolled indirectly from the pilot's 
room, 

The ‘plane has been under con- 


struction for many months, the Dor- 
nier Company having kept its work 
secret in order to make the craft as 
nearly perfect us possible.
